Claims Nos.: 14-16 (totally) and 18,19 and 33 (partially) 



Present claims 14-16 (totally) and 18,19 and 33 (partially) relate to a 
compound defined by reference to a desirable characteristic or property, 
namely "that modulates the binding of the polypeptides of claims 1 to 9" 
or "that modulates EGFR-mediated disorders", such compounds being 
identified according to the method of claims 10-12. 

The claims cover all compounds having this characteristic or property, 
whereas the application provides no support within the meaning of 
Article 6 PCT and no disclosure within the meaning of Article 5 PCT for 
such compounds. In the present case, the claims so lack support, and 
the application so lacks disclosure, that a meaningful search over the 
whole of the claimed scope is impossible. Independent o-F the above 
reasoning, the claims also lack clarity (Article 6 PCT). An attempt is 
made to define the compound by reference to a result to be achieved. 
Again, this lack of clarity in the present case is such as to render a 
meaningful search over the claimed scope impossible. Consequently, no 
search has been carried out for these claims. 

The applicant's attention is drawn to the fact that claims relating to 
Inventions in respect of which no international search report has been 
established need not be the subject of an international preliminary 
examination (Rule 66.1(e) PCT). The applicant is advised that the EP0 
policy when acting as an International Preliminary Examining Authority is 
normally not to carry out a preliminary examination on matter which has 
not been searched.
